of vacaboundes and beggers be not ſene in an 
party to be minyſſhed, but rather dayely aug⸗ 
ment ed and incresſed into greate routes and 
companies, as cuidently and manifeſtly it doth 
and may appere ,Be it therfoze enacted bythe 
kynge our ſouerayne loꝛd, ⁊ by the loꝛdes ſpiri⸗ 
euail ⁊ temporall, ⁊ the commons in this pꝛeſent 
parliament 8ſſemblcd, and by auctoꝛitie of the 
ſame, that the Juſtices of the peace, of all ⁊ ſin⸗ 
guler the ſhires of FEnglande, within the lymit⸗ 
tes of theyꝛ commiſſions, ⁊ all other Juſtices 
of peace, Wayꝛes, Shrriffes, baylyffes, and o⸗

dry,hy@h,and notable inconueniences, as be to

ſpoyled thts his realme yearely of innumerable 
treaſure, and with the loſſe of the ſame deceiued 
the kynges louyng and obedient ſubiectes, pers 
ſwadynge to them by his lawes, bulles, and o⸗ 
ther his decepusble meanes, ſuche dꝛeames, vs⸗ 
nyties, and fantaſyes, as by the ſame many of 
them wereſeduced and conueyd vnto ſuperſti⸗ 
tious and erronious opinions:ſo that the kyns 
ges maieſtte, the loꝛdes ſpiritual and temporal, 
and the commons in this realm being ouerwe⸗ 
ried and fatigated, with therpertence of the ins 
finite abhominations and miſchiefes pꝛoceding 
of his tmpoſtures, and -craftyly colourynge of 
bis deceytes, to the great damages of ſowles, 
bodtes,and goodes, were forced of neceſſite for 
the publęcque weale of thts realme, to exclude 
that foꝛeꝝne pretended power iurisdiction and 
auctoꝛitie, vſed and vſurped within this realm, 
x to deuyſeſuch remedies for their reliefe in the 
ſame, as dothe not only redounde to the honour 
of god, the hg ptayſe and aduguncement of 
the kynges mateſtte, and of his reglme,bur alſo 
to the great and ineſtimable vtilite of the ſame. 
And not withſtandyng the ſard bolſom lawes 
ſo made, and hertofoꝛe eſtabliſſhed, yet it is cõ⸗ 
men to the knowlege of the kynges hyghneſſe, 
and alſo to dyuers and many his louyng fayth⸗ 
full and obedyent ſubiectes, ho we that dyuers 
ſedicious and contenttous perſones, being im⸗ 
pes of the ſayd byſſhop of Rome and his ſee, ⁊ 
in harte, membꝛes of his pꝛetended monarchy, 
do in corners and els where, as they dare whiſ⸗ 
per inculke pteache and perſwade, and frome 
tyme to tyme inſtyl into the esres and heedes of 
the pooꝛe ſymple and vnlettered people, the 85 
uauncement and continuance of the ſayde byſs 
ſhoppes feyned and pretended guctozytie, pꝛe⸗ 
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tendyng the ſame, to haue his grounde and ori 
ginall of goddis la we, wherby the opinions of 
many be ſuſpended, they: iudgementes coꝛrup⸗ 
ted and deceyued,r diuerſitie in opinions aug ⸗ 
mented ⁊ encreaſed, to the great diſpleaſure of 
almyghty god, the hygh diſcontentation of our 
ſayd moſte dꝛedde ſouerayne loꝛde, and the in⸗ 
terruption of the vnitie lone charitie cõcoꝛd ⁊ 
agrement, that ought to be in a Chꝛiſten region 
and congregation.oꝛ auoydynge wherof and 
repꝛeſſion of the folyes of ſuche ſedicious pers 
ſonnes, as be the mcanes and authors of ſuche 
incõueniences. Be it enacted oꝛdeined and eſta⸗ 
blyſſged by the kynge our ſoueraygne loꝛd, and 
the loꝛdes ſpirituall and temipoꝛall, and the cõ⸗ 
mons in this pꝛeſent parlyament aſſemblyd, and 
by thauctoꝛitie of the ſame, that yf any perſon 
ot perſones,dwcllynge demourrynge inhabys 
tynge oꝛ reſtant within this realine, oz within 
any other the Ringes dominions ſeignouries oz 
countreys, oꝛ the marches of the ſame, oꝛ elles 
where within oz vnder his obeyſance ⁊ power, 
of what eſtate dignite pꝛeeminẽce order degree 
oꝛ condicion ſo euer he oꝛ they be, after the laſt 
day of Jule, whiche ſhalbe in the yere of our 
loꝛde god. M. D.xxxvi. ſhall by wꝛitynge, cx⸗ 
frynge, pꝛynteng, pꝛeaschyng, oꝛ teachyng, dede 
oꝛ act, obſtinatly oz maliciouſſiy holde oz ſtand 
with, to extolle ſet foꝛth maynteyne oz defende 
the auctoꝛitie iuriſdiction oꝛ power of the byſ- 
ſhop of Rome, oꝛ of his ſee, heret ofoꝛe claymed 
vſed oꝛ vſurped within this realme oꝛ in any do 
minyon ot countrey beinge of within oꝛ vnder 
the kynges power oꝛ obeiſſance, oz by any pꝛe⸗ 
tence obſtinately oz malyciouſely inuente any 
tizynge fort thertollynge auauncement ſettynge 
forth inaxntengncec or defence of the ſame, 02 a⸗ 
ny part ther of, oꝛ by any pꝛetence — 
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malycioufly attribute any maner of turisdictis 
authoꝛitie oz pꝛeemynence to the ſayde ſee of 
Rome, oꝛ to any byſſhop of the ſame ſee foꝛ the 
time being within this realme oꝛ in any the kin⸗ 
ges dom inions oz co unrepes: that then euer 
ſuche perſone oz perſones, ſo doinge oꝛ offen⸗ 
dynge, they: aydours, aſſiſtentes, comfoꝛters, 
abbett ours,pzocutrers,maynteyxners,fautours, 
counſayiours, concelours, and euery of them, 
beynge therof laufully conuicted, accoꝛding to 
the lawes of this realme, fort euer ſuch defaut 
and offence,ſhal incurre and runne into the das 
gers, penalties, pepnes, and fozfaytures ozdeys 
ned and pzourded by the ſtatute of pꝛouiſtion 7 
pꝛemunire, made in the. xvi. ere of the reygne 
of the noble and valyant pꝛince kyng Rychard 
the ſeconde, agaynſt ſuch as attempt pꝛocure oz 
make pꝛouiſiõ to the ſec of Rome ot cls where, 
foꝛ any thynge oz thinges to the derogation or 
contrary to the pꝛerogatiue royal oꝛ iuriſdictiõ 

of thecrowne and dignitie of this realme, 
¶ And to the intent that this acte at all tymes 
may be well and trewely executed, and the of⸗ 
fendours therof hane and receiue condigne pus 
nyſheiment accoꝛdyng to their demerites. It is 
enacted by the auctoꝛitie afoꝛeſayd, that as wel 
iuſtices of aſſiſe in their circuities, gs iuſtices of 
peace within the lymites of their cõmiſſion and 
auctoꝛities, oꝛ two of euery ſuche iuſtyciers of 
peace at the leaſt, wherof one to be of the quo⸗ 
rum, ſhall haue full power and auctoꝛitie to en⸗ 
quyꝛe of al offences, cõtemptes, and tranſgreſ⸗ 
ſions perpetrated commytted oz done contrary 
to this acte, inlyke maner and fourme as they 
may of other offences ayenſt the kynges peace, 
And ſhall certify eucry pꝛeſentment afoꝛe them 
oꝛ any of them hadde oꝛ made, concernyng this 
acte 02 any parte therof, befoze the kyng in his 
benche 
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benche, within. xl. dayes nexte after any ſuche 
pꝛeſentment hadde oz made, if the terme be than 
open: And if not, than at the fyꝛſte daye of the

ter oꝛ offence expꝛeſſed in the ſaid eſtatute, made 
in the ſaxde. xvi. pere of kynge Rycharde the 
ſeconde. 

¶ And it is alſo enacted by the auctoꝛitie afoꝛe 
ſayde, that al and encry archbyſhops byſſhops 
gnd archedeacons within this realme, their cõ⸗ 
miſſaries, vycars general, and other their mini⸗ 
ſtcrs, in every their viſitations and ſesnes, ſhal 
make diligent in ſcarche, enquirie, and eramina⸗ 
tion of all and euery eccleſisſtical and religtous 
perſon within and of their iurisdiction, which 
ſ halbe ſuſpected accuſed oz demed to be a trans 
ſgreſſour oz offendonr of this acte, And if vpon 
ſuche ſerch enquirie and examination any eccle⸗ 
ſtaſticall oz relygious perſons ſhalbe preſented 
ſuſpected, accuſed, oꝛ found cuipable by witnes 
oꝛ confeſſion, of any offence cortary to this act, 

an 
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and be pꝛeſent at the tyme of ſuche preſentment 
examination oꝛ accuſatton: that than euery the 
archebyſſhops byſſhoppes and archedeacons, 
their commyſſaryes, vycars genersll, and other 
their minyſters, afoꝛe or to whom any ſuch pers 
ſone ſhall be preſented, ſuſpected, accuſed, oz 
founde culpable, (gs is gforeſ * )ſhal cõmyt 
euer ſuche pcrſone ſo pꝛeſented ſuſpected ac 
cuſed oꝛ founde culpable, xf he be pꝛeſente, as 
is gfoꝛeſayde, to the nexte common 1ayle of the 
ſ _ whercſnche enquirie examynatton oꝛ acs 
cuſation ſhal be hadde or: made, oꝛ els by good 
and ſufficient ſureties to be bounden by obliga⸗ 
tion to the kynges vſe, ſhall let euery fuch per⸗ 
ſone to baxle by their diſcretions, to appere be⸗ 
foꝛe the kynge and his counſayle, in the ſterre 
chamber at weſtmynſter, within. xv. dayes next 
after ſuche enquyꝛie pꝛeſentment oz accuſation, 
rf the terme be then open and kepte, oꝛ elles in 
the fyꝛſt day of the terme next folowynge after 
the fame enquyꝛie pꝛeſentement oz accuſstion. 
And at the ſame day limited for ſuch apparance 
they ſhall certifye into the ſayde ſterre chaum = 
ber by wrytynge vnder they? ſeales, as well the 
ſayde bonde and oblygation, taken for ſuche 
avpargunce, as the prꝛeſentement erainynation 
gccuſation oz conuiction of cuerye fuche pers 
ſonne, and all depoſitions and circutiſtauncea 
thereof, and the name of the 1ayic, wherevnto 
they haue commyrytted rheſayd perſonne, And i 
any ſuche eceleſiaſticall oz religious perſon, be⸗ 
inge pꝛeſented ſuſpected oꝛ gecuſed in any feane 
oꝛ viſitation, be not pꝛeſente at the tyme of the 
ſayde ſeane or viſitation as is afoꝛeſapde, that 
than neuertheleſſe enery the ſayd archbyſſhops 
byſſhops and archedeacons, they: comimaries, 
pycars gencrall, and all other their myntſters, 
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ction oꝛ accuſation ſhall be had oꝛ made, ſhalt 
certifye enery ſuche preſentment ſuſpection and 
gccuſarton, and all circumſtaunce therof, as is 
afotcſayd, into the ſterre chamber at weſtmyn⸗ 
ſter within. rv. dayes nert after ſuche pꝛeſente⸗ 
ment ſuſpection oꝛ accuſation had oz made, or 
in the fyꝛſte daye of the terme nexte folowynge 
after ſuche pꝛeſentment ſuſpection oꝛ accuſati⸗ 
on, in ſuche maner and fourme as is afoꝛe reher⸗ 
ſed. And in cafe any eccleſiaſticall oꝛ religious 
perſonne, beinge pꝛeſented ſuſpected oꝛ accuſed 
of any offence done oꝛ attempted contrarye to 
this eitatute, be therof conuycted by confeſſion 
oꝛ wytneſſe befoze any archebyſſhoppe byThop 
oz archedeacon,ot beroze any the commiſſaries, 
vicars general,o: other their miniſters, in their 
ſeanes oꝛ viſitations, oꝛ befo:e the kinges coũ⸗ 
ſayle in the ſterre chamber at weſtmynſter, that 
than enery ſuch ſprrituall and religious perſon, 
ſoo beinge conuycte, ſhall ſuffer ſuche peynes 
penalties and fozfaytures, as be expreſſed in the 
ſayd ſtatute made in the ſaꝝde.xvi.ere of kynge 
Rycharde the ſeconde. 
¶ It is alſo enacted by thauctozttic aforcſayd, 
that yf gny eccleſiaſtical iudge oꝛ vyſitat our do 
volũtarily concele cloke hyde oz colour any pꝛe 
ſent ment accuſation or confeſſion, that ſhall be 
made to hym concernynge this ſtatute, and doo 
not certify euery ſuche accuſation preſentment 
oꝛ confeſſtion bekoꝛe the kynge and hts counſell 
in the ſterryd Chamber at weſtmynſter, in ſuche 
mancr and fourme as is aboue ſpecyfied in this 
eſtatute: that than euery ſuche eccleſyaſtycalle 
inage and viſitatour,ſo wylfully offendyng, foꝛ 
ener ſuche defaulte ſhall foꝛfayte.xl. fi. the one 
balfe therof to the kynges hyghnes, the other 
halfe to ſuche perſone as wyll ſue for the ſame 
by oꝛiginall wert bell playnt oz infoꝛmation in 
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any of the kynges courtes: in whiche ſuyte no 
eſſoyne protection oꝛ wager of lawe ſhalbe ads 
mytted noꝛ allowed. 
¶ And for ſtronger defence and mayntenaunce 
of this act, it is oꝛdeined and enacte — guctos 
ritte afoꝛeſayd, that all and cuery eccleſtaſticall 
tudge, oꝛdinary, chauncellour, commiſſar y, off i⸗ 
ciall, vycar generall, and other eccleſisſtical of⸗ 
ficer oꝛ miniſter, of what dignite pꝛeeminẽce oz 
degre ſo euer they ſhall be, And all and euere 
tempoꝛall iudge, iuſtyciar, mayte,baylyffe,ſhes 
ryffe, vnderſheryffe, eſchetour, alderman, iurat, 
counſtable, heedboꝛowe, thyꝛdboꝛoughe, boſs 
holder, and euery other lay officer, and miniſter, 
to be made, crested, electid, oꝛ admitted within 
this realme, oꝛ any other the kynges dominiòs, 
of what eſtate oꝛder degree oꝛ cẽdicion ſo euer 
he ſhal be from and after the ſayde laſte daye of 
July, ſ hall befoꝛe he take vpon hym the execu⸗ 
tion of ſuch offyce, make, tske, ⁊ receyue a coꝛ⸗ 
poꝛall othe vpon the Fuangeliſtes, befoꝛe ſuch 
perſon oz perſons, as aue or ſhall haue aucto- 
ritie to admytte hm, that he frome henſefozthe 
ſhal vtterly renoũce refuſe relynquyſſhe oꝛ foꝛ⸗ 
ſake the biſhop of Rome, and his auctoꝛitie pos 
wer and iurisdiction. And that heſhallneuer 
conſent noꝛ agree, that the biſhop of Rome ſhal

other the kynges dominions, but that he ſ hal 
reſyſte the ſame at all tymes to thuttermoſte of 
his power. And that from hensfoꝛthe he ſhall 
accepte repute and take the kynges maieſtie to 
be the onel ſupꝛeme heed in erih of the churche 
of Englande. And that to his counnyng wytte 
gud vttermoſt of his power, without gile fraud 
oꝛ other vndewe meane, he ſhall obſerue kepe 
maynteyne and defend the hole effectes and cds 
tentes

tentes of all and ſpnguler actes ⁊ ſtatutes made 
and to be made within this realme, in derogas 
tion extirpation and extinguiſhement ofthe bi⸗ 
ſhop of Rome and his auctoꝛitie. And al other 
actes and ſtatutes made and to be made in refoꝛ 
mation ⁊ coꝛroboꝛation of the kyxnges power 
of ſupꝛeme heed in erthe of the churche of £n- 

glande: and this he ſhall do agaynſt all maner 

of perſones, of what cſtate dignitie degree oz 

condicton they be, ⁊ in no wiſe do nor attempt, 
not to his power ſuffer to be done oz attemp⸗ 

ted directly oz indirectly any thyng oz thynges 
p2tinily oz apartly, tothclette hynderance da- 
mage oꝛ derogation therof, oꝛ of any parte ther 
of, by any maner of mesnes, or fort any maner 
of pꝛet ẽce.

¶ Andit is alſo enacted by the authoꝛitie afoꝛe 
ſayde, that all and euere perſone and perſones 
ſpirituall and tempoꝛall, ſuyng lyuere reſtituti⸗ 
ons oꝛ vtter le mayne out of the kyng, his hei⸗ 
res, oꝛ ſucceſſours handes, oꝛ doinge any feal⸗ 
tie to his highnes, his heyꝛes, oz ſucceſſours, or 
which ſhalbe ſworne to the kynge his heyzes 
oꝛ ſucceſſours, oꝛ that ſhal haue any office fee 09 
roume of the moſt gracious gyfte of the kinges 
maieſtie, his heires, oꝛ ſucceſſours, oꝛſhalbe re⸗ 
texned in fſeruyce, with his grace, his heires, os 
ſucceſſours, ſhal make take and receyue the ſaid 
othe.

pniverſitte, 

C Andit is alſo enacted by the auctoꝛitie afoꝛe 
ſayde, that yf any perſone oz perſonnes, limyt⸗ 
ted oꝛ commaunded by auctoꝛitie of this act to 
make the ſayde othe, oz: commaunded by any o⸗ 
ther pcrſonne oz perſonnes, auctoꝛyſed by the 
kynges byabneſſe commiſſion vnder his greatre 
ſcale, oꝛ his ſeale oꝛdeined for cauſes eccleſiaſti 
call, to make theſayde othe, obſtynately refuſe 
that to do: that than euer ſuch offence and cd 4 
tempt ſ hall be bygh treaſon, and thc offenders 
therof beyngelgufullye conuyctcd, ſhall ſuffer 
peynes of dcth and other forfaytures penaltics 
and loſſes, as is lymitt ed and accuſtomed tn ca⸗ 
ſes of hygh treaſon by any lawes oz ſtatutes of

U Pꝛouxded alwayes, and be it enacted, that 
this acte, noꝛ any thyng oz thynges in the ſame 
reherſed mẽcioned oz compꝛyſed, be in any wiſe 
pꝛeiudtciall hurtfull oz derogatoꝛy to the cere⸗ 
monies vſes and other laudable ⁊ polytike ors 
dynsunces, for atranquyllitie, diſczplyne, con⸗ 
coꝛde, deuocyon, vnytie, and decent oꝛder here⸗ 
to foꝛe in the churche of Englande vſed inſtitu⸗

¶ Pꝛouyded alwaye, and be it enacted by auc⸗ 

totitic of this pꝛeſente parlyamente, that this
